Wilson signed the Sundry Civil Appro- 
priation Bill to-day, but attached to it a

for. the prosecution of violations of the 
Sherman anti-trust law by combinations 
of farmers and labor unions. The last

The President’s' statement attached to 
the bill is as follows: 
STATEMENT ~“IN/RE SUNDRY CIVIL 
BILL, 


I have signed this bill because I can 
do so without in fact limiting the oppor- 
tunity or the power of the Department of 
Justice to prosecute violations of the law, 
by whomsoever committed. 

If I could have separated from the rest’ 
of the bill the item which authdrized the 
expenditure by the Department of Justice 
of a special sum of $300,000 for the prose- 
cution. of violations of the anti-trust law,’ 
I would have vetoed that item, it 
places upon the expenditure a limitation 
which is, in my opinion, unjustifiable in 
character and principle. ' But ‘I could not 
separate it, I do not understand that; the 
limitation was intended as either an aménd- 
ment or. interpretation” of the anti-trust 
law, but» merely as an expression of the 
opinion of Congress—a * very emphatic 
opinion, by an overwhelming ma- 
jority -of the House of Rapresenvetives 
and a large majority of the Senate, but 
not intended to touch anything but the ex- 
penditure of a single small additional fund. 

I can assure the country that this item 
will neither limit nor in any way embarrass 
the acta@ns of the Department of Justice.

PARIS, June 23.—President: Poin- 
caré arrived at Cherbourg to-day on.

The President left the capital on his 
first visit to a foreign ‘monarch with 
no more ceremony than was provided 
by a single file of Municipal Guards 
and the single roll of a solitary drum. 

A tragic occurrence in the after- 
noon’ threw a gloom over the festivi- 
ties which had been organized at Cher- 
bourg in honor of the arrival of M.

sia’s arbitration on the basis of the 
ante-bellum treaty. This has not yet 
been confirmed from Belgrade, where 
the Cabinet crisis, which arose through 
the refusal of the Ministers of War and 
Justice to consent to such a course, con- 
tinues. It is rumored that a new Cabinet 
will be formed by M. Protics, Minister 
of the Interior in the old Cabinet, who 
is strongly anti-Bulgarian.

English Scientists Expect Great 
Light on Antarctic’s History.

LONDON, June 23.—Capt. Robert F. 
Scott’s ship, the Terra Nova, is now 
lying at Cardiff, and has been divested 
of much of her contents. : 

The natural histery collections, 
which are very extensive, filling near- 
ly 200 cases, have been transferred 
to the’ natural ‘history’ museum. at 
South Kensington. These are not yet 
unpacked, but members of the. scl- 
entific staff of the expedition are at- 
tending the museum daily for the pur- 
pose of unpacking them. 

These collections are of great sci- 
entific interest, Perhaps the most im- 
portant, and from the personal’ point 
of view certainly the most precious, is 
the collection of fossils discovered by 
Scott: and Wilson during their ill- 
fated return journey from the south 
pole. -This box of fossils was found 
on the sledge when the relief party 
arrived at the place where Scott and 
his brave companions perished. The 
whereabouts of the sledge was indi- 
cated by-a pole which Scott erected, 
knowing that the sledge would be 
hidden by the snow.

Two suits for damages aggregating 
$226,000 were -begun in 
Court yesterday by Mae A. Sullivau 
against Arthur I. Hee a@ son. of 
Robert Hoe, the, printing press 
manufacturer. One,of the suits was 
for $150,000 for breach of promise 
to marry. Miss Sullivan alleged that 
Mr. Hoe, representing himself to be wun- 
married, asked her to marry him in De- 
cember, 1910. This marriage, she said, 
was to nave taken place in December 
of the next year, but when the time 
approached Hoe confessed that he had 
a family already. 

The second suit was for $75,000, and it 
grew out of the alleged promise to 
marry, as the plaintiff charged, that 
Hoe, after confessing that he was un- 
able to carry out the marriage contract, 
agreed to rapyect her in the style to 
which he had accustomed: her. This 
promise, she said, he made in Febru- 
ary, 1911, but failed to carry it out after

_It is.a perilous. venture for the 
Democratic Party to insist, upon en- 
acting now theories which in prin- 
ciple. are the counterpart of those 
the country rejected in ‘1896 and 
again in 1900.

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NAVAL INEFFICIENCY. 

In the official programme for Navy 
Day, July 2,.Capt. Wittiam S. Sims 
sets down some facts which are not 
generally known. Capt. Sims says: 

These facts are not in any sense 
Military secrets. The only persons 
concerned who do not know them are 
the American people. 

These are the facts he refers to: 

A torpedo is a complicated and ex- 
pensive machine that requires more 
than a year to build. The navy’s tor- 
pedo factory is so inadequate in size 
that it cannot supply more than 100 a 
year, and the .total capacity of our 
country is ‘not ‘more than 300. The 
principal foreign navies have from. 
6,000 to 10,000, and we have 1,000. 4 
We have a splendid fleet of torpedo 
boats, destroyers, and submarines. But 
we have only one torpedo for each 
tube, so that Capt. Stms compares this 
$50,000,000 fleet with an army march- 
ing to battle with one cartridge in each 
rifle, Congress has been vainly ap- 
pealed to for fighting ‘ships in suffi- 
cient numbers, and wé also lack men 
to man the ships, and reserves of 
guns, ammunition, and supplies. In 
the same publication Admiral Drewry 
contends. that we need a navy second 

in strength only to Englahd’s. 
Assuredly. we need to build at least 
two battleships every year, and to see 
that they are properly manned and 
supplied. Perhaps it is the habit: of 
our naval officers. to underestimate 
the efficiency of our navy, but:that is 
a better habit than boastful assertion 
of our ability to “lick the whole 
world.” It is to be hoped that some- 
thing. will be done in the present Ad- 
ministration to place both army and 
navy in a better condition to protect 
the country in a time of peril. The 
present heads of both the War and 
Navy Departments seem to compre- 
hend the needs of the situation.

LABOR’S RULE REJECTED. 
The Australian Government re- 
signed on Saturday as the result. of the 
elections which turned out the Labor 
Party. At the previous election that 
party gained forty-four seats in a to- 
tal of seventy-five. Now it is in a 
minority of one, and the various refer- 
enda containing the party’s fresh pro- 
posals for happiness through legisla- 
tion are réjected with it. The incident 
is instructive here as there. Among 
us also there are those who are teach- 
ing that’ prosperity can be enacted if 
only those who promise it are put in 
power. Australia tried it, agd has 
been disappointed. - . 
“Labor had the Premier and both 
houses of the Legislature, and as free 
a hand as Sould b&é expected in any 
Anglo-Saxon community, for it is so 
detached that it was able to make ex- 
periments without fear of disturbance 
by relations with neighboring States. 
The Australian Liberals make even 
the British radicals seem conservative, 
while the Australian: Labor Party is 
practically the engine of trades union- 
ism. Its motives are respected and its 
objects are regarded as desirable even 
by those «dissenting from its methods.. 
But it has failed to retain the confi- 
dence of those who gave it its oppor- 
nity,» and who have recalled it 
through disappointment on compari- 
gon of results with expectations. With 
them is thrown into the discard pro- 
posals for compulsory arbitration. of 
indus*‘ial disputes, the nationalization 
yof monopolies, and other similar pro- 
posals.

Arguments been demonstrated 
or a case well 


on Good Ones. supported by sound 


arguments, it is the part of wisdom to 
let well enough alone, for he who says 
anything more is almost sure to hurt his 
cause and weaken his position. This 
danger is well illustrated in the state- 
ment regarding the employment of mar- 
ried women as teachers in the public 
schools, just issued by a committee of 
the Board of Education. 

This document presents perfectly sound 
and perfectly convincing reasons why 
unmarried women are preferable to mar- 
ried for \thig service, and so fully justi- 
fied the board’s general policy, but, not 
content with answering the sentimental- 
ists who have been criticising that, pol- 
icy, its author went on to give two bad 
reasons for the bbard’s preference and 
its determination to act on it. 

The first of these bad reasons took the 
form of a little essay in the Early Vic- 
torian style on the subject of “ reserve ’’ 
and the especial necessity of maintaining 
it in the presence of pupils from parts 
of the city where it is not maintained at 
all! The idea that the children of the 
tenements would be injured, or deprived 
of improvement, by the sight of a teach- 
er who had Ween or was to be a mother 
is ridiculous or enraging, according to 
the way one chooses to look at it. The 
inevitable effect of resort to an argu- 
ment like that—an argument which re- 
veals he survival of the baleful prudery, 
at once cause and effect of innumerable 
social evils, which the enlightened of 
this age have wholly abandoned—will 
be to supply the antagonists of the 
board’s really commendable regulation 
with an effective weapon. They will 
quickly see their chance to recall the old 
adage, ‘‘ false in one, false in all’’—an 
adage which always has weight, though 
of course it isn’t true. 

The second of the board’s bad reasons, 
while not as bad as the ‘‘ reserve ’’ the- 
ory, is.still. more than bad enough. - It 
presents the fallacious plea that the 
married teacher, * having presumably 
somebody to support her, deprives of a 
place an unmarried woman who needs 
the salary more. Perhaps she does, but 
the question is one which does not prop- 
erly come within the consideration of 
men who, as officials, are only interest- 
ed in seeing that the children in the pub- 
lic‘ schools have the best obtainable 
teachers. The support of needy poor is 
an incident, not an object, of our educa- 
tional system, and the financial condi- 
tion of the teachers is no business of the 
Commissioners or of their committees.

DISTRUST OF BANKS. . 


This Government's Policy Contrasted 
with That of Canada. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Although the people of this country 
show faith in the banks by intrusting- 
them with several billions of dollars, 
the United States Government does not 
share in this faith even with respect to 
banks of its own creation and under 
its direct official supervision. It virtu- 
ally says to the people, “‘ You may 
trust the banks if you choose, but I 
will not.” For every dollar of Govern- 
ment money deposited in the banks se- 
curity in the form of a like amount of 
bonds is exacted. 

This Governmental lack of configence 
in the banks is strikingly revealed in 
the provisions for the security of notes 
to be lent to the banks under the terms 
of the new Banking and Currency Dill. 
The notes are to be secured as foliows: 

By a first Hen upon the assets of the 
banks’ receiving them. % 

By a gold reserve of 3344 per cent. 

By a 5 per cent. redemption fund, which, 

however, is to count as a part of the 33% 


per cent. reserve. 
By a pledge of an amount of collateral 
security equal in value to the notes re-

ceived. 

It did not occur to the author of this 
measure that he might have added an- 
other safeguard by providing that each 
note issued should be attached to a 
wire cable anchored in the Treasury 
Department, and whenever any, note 
got into the hands of a weak bank it 
could promptly be yanked in by giving 
the winch a quick turn. 

If the author of this strange bill had 
gone over to Canada he would have 
found the banks there issuing notes‘ to 
the extent of their capital witheut any 
collateral security whatever, and that, 
although there is a 5 per cent. redemp- 
tion fund to care for the notes of failed 
banks, it has never been touched since 
41890, when the notes were made a prior 
lien on assets. 

The best safeguard for bank notes 
is the means and the practice of apply- 
ing to them the dally test of redemp- 
tion in coin.

The effect si forest fires on “hard- 
wood timber,-entailing the loss of many 
thousands. of dollars annually in the 
various States of this’ country, is de- 
scribed in a bulletin written by W. H. 
Long, forest pathologist of the Bureau 
of Plant Industry, which has just been 


published by the United States, De-}. 


partment \of Agriculture at Washington. 
The parnpitet points out especially the 
injurious effects of light forest. fires, 
_ in the .widespread deterioration of the 
‘timber barely touched the fires and 
left standing afterthe fires have been.

The injury thus 
caused is apparently slight, but in foot 
ity the damage done may. continue dur- 
ing the entire life of the tree, and may 
. finally cause its death. It is mainly 
through small fires that the worms and 
rots get into trees. 

““The spores. or seeds of.the tin 
gus plants which cause the. rot. fall/ 
the dead spot or.fire scar, sprout are 
ing damp weather and grow into the 
heartwood of the, tree. . Once in. the 
heartwood the little plants use part or 
ail of the wood as food, and thus grad- 
ually desiroy the timber, producing what 
is called rot, dote, or soak in the trunk 
of the tree. The smaN fire scar may, 
and usually dofs, heal over, so t in 

a few yeurs no evidence of a_fire or in- 
y Be. do the tree can be seen from the 
outside; but the rot continues to grow 
for years, slowly. spreading Maer: 9 
until it reaches the sapwood, and u 
ward in ‘the -trunk, thus. ruining the.

‘Yet it i 
often said that ght fires do not. in- 
jure the forest, and some even claim, 
that it is a benefit to burn the’ forests 
annually... On one stave sale area in the 
Ozarks 76 trees out of every 100 felled 
had. butt rot; and 2T trees in every 100 
had wormholes of some kind in~ them. 
What does this mean? It means that 
after going-to the expense of felli 
100 trees only 24 of them were. perfect- 
ly sound and suitable for staves. Not 
only was there a money loss from the 
cull of -%6 trees, but the expense of 
felling unsound ‘trees ‘must be consid- 
ered. For five widely. separated arene 
in-the eastern part of this forest 
average of 65 trees in every 100 had Watt 
rot, and 26-had worm holes sufficient 
to cull some of the bolts. 

*“Most: of this loss can be traced di- 
rectly to. the’ fires so common. in this 
forest. The area where 76 trees in every 
100 were found to have butt rot. has been 
burned ‘over regularly for years. Over 
areas where fires had not been so fre- 
quent the injury from butt rots was 
correspondingly less. The loss of tim- 
ber in stave i pore from worms and 
rots -alone will often average one-fourth 
of the total amount of material actually 
used for staves. 

‘Another way that fires injure stand- 
ing timber is by burning through sound 
bark and sapwood into the hollow butts. 
Once the -hollowed-out interior of the 
tree is exposed to the air.the rot which 
originally caused the hollow seems: to 
grow up the tree more mney while 
other. fires that follow gradually ‘widen 
the hollow and destroy the bark at the 
base ofAhe tree .until the tree is killed.
